A Hundred Applicant* for Every 


tlon -Poor Salaries.

Applicauts for appointment in the Con- 


solar service will Dot be encouraged by the 
(act that the entire number of Consuls (o 
whom salaries are paid is only 218. Of 
these 
twenty-two are Consuls-General 


wboss salaries vary from $3,000 to $6.000 
per an num. There are sis classes of Con- 
sals, exclusive of Consuls-General, the 
highest class receding $3,500 per annum 
aud the lowest $1,500. There are bat 
seven in the highest class, of which six are 
in Chin» and one (Callao) in Peru. The 
$3,000 per annum class numbers eighteen, 
the $2,500 class fifty-one. The remainder 
aie in the two classes that pny respectively 
$1,500 and $1,000 per annum. The sup- 
ply is about equal to one Consul for every 
one hundred applicant!!, allowing that 25 
per cent, of those now in office will be re- 
tained. 
Applicants not 
supported by 


potential influence will appreciate how 
*lim are their chances for success. In ad- 
dition to the salaried Console, there are a 
number 
of 
Vice-Consuls, Commercial 


Agents and Consular Agents, to whom no 
salaries are paid, but who are allowed to 
appropriate all fees collected up to $1,500 
per annum. All Consalnr officers are re- 
quired to keep an account of fees received, 
which fees are prescribed by law, and mnke 
a report to the Treasury. There is a great 
deal of exaggeration about the amount of 
Consular fees. 
The Consul-G.-ner«l to 


London is paid $6.000 salnry, and the 
fees must be paid into the Treasury. For 
performing work not required by law he 
eau charge fees, which he eanrttaiii. The 
aggregate of these will not exceed the 
amount of his salary. This is the practice 
at all 


The Lyou County limes has the follow- 


ing on tha special election matter: 


At the meeting of the Board of Com- 


missioners last Monday no action was 
taken in regard to the notification from the 
Stats that the special election expenses 
had been cut down about 25 per cent., al- 
though it was stated by the Chairman that 
the County Commissioners 
of 
Storey 


county would probably bring suit to re- 
cover the foil amount from the State that 
was allowed by them for election services. 
K wal also suggested by Mr. Shaw that if 
suit was to be brought against the State 
that it be done jointly by the several 
counties. This, it see me, would be a good 
idea, as' it is evident that none of the 
counties like Ihn reductions made, for the 
reason that each county will be bound to 


y the bills contracted. In Lyon county 


the reduction was lighter than in other 
counties. The Commissioners acted in 
good faith; appointed inspectors, and made 
preparations for the election as provided 
by the law, and were bound to foot the 
bills. We do not believe that the law con- 
templates that the State Board of Exam- 
iners shall have any more power in this 
matter than to examine the bills of the 
several different counties and vouch for 
the correctness of the bills as certified to 
by the Commissioners. The heaviest cut 
in the expense bill!) in almost every county 
was against the newspapers for advertising, 
of comse. The State Board says the law 
contemplated that only one publication 
should be made of the election proclama- 
tion. This is not so, nor does the law 
thus provide. What it does say is thai 
notice shall be given five days previous to 
said election. lu this case, if the paper in 
which the publication was made is a daily, 
and the Commissioners in that county saw 
fit to publish the notice each day, we hold 
they could do so. In weekly papers, most 
till of which nre published on Saturdays in 
this Slate, five days notice cuuld not be 
given by publishing the Saturday before 
the election, as the election was held on 
Monday. It therefore required the Com- 
missioners to bave the notice published 
nine dajfl before the election. This was 
done m this county, and the bill allowed 
for two insertions. The other reductions 
wrr<) mude in the Clerks' fees, Sheriff's 
fees and the compensation allowed iu- 
-pectors, and mileage allowed messengers. 
As before stated, it is no doubt right thai 
the Board of Examiners should examine 
ihs bills allowed by *>ach county, and SPP 
thut they wera correctly figured on by tun 
Commissioners, but that they bave the 
power to adjust these bills over the Com- 
missioner* is veiy doubtful. It is hoped 
that the suggestion of the Chairman of our 
Board will be considered. It wilt be less 
expensive for encb county to try the matter 
iu this manner than any other way.

WASHINGTON 
CENTENNIAL. 


The President Proclaims the lOOtli An- 


niversary of Washington's Inaugara- 


' tlon a National Holiday. 


WASHT.SOTON, April 5.—The following 


proclamation was issued this afternoon by 
the President of the United States of 
America. 


"One hundred years have passed since 


the Government which our forefathers 
founded was formally organized. 
At noon, 


on the 30th day of April, 1789, in tlio city 
of New York and in the presence of an as- 
semblage of heroic men whose patriotic de- 
votion bad led the colonies to victory and 
independence, George Washington took 
the oath of office us Chief Magistrate of 
the new-born republic. This impressive 
act was preceded at 9 o'clock in the morn- 
ing in all the churches of tba city by 
prayer for God's blessing of the Govern- 
ment and its first President. The centen- 
nial of this illustrious event iu our history 
has been declared a general holiday by Act 
of Congress to the end that the people of 
the whole country may join iu commem- 
orative exercises appropriate to Ibe day. 
In order tkiat the joy of the occasion may 
be associated with the deep thankfulness 
in the minds of the people for all our 
blessings in the past and devo'.t supplica- 
tion to God for their gracious continuance 
in the future, representatives o! religious 
creeds, both Christian and Hebrew, bave 
memorialized the Government to designate 
an hour for prayer and thariktgiving on 
that day. 


"Now, therefore, I, Benjamin Harrison, 


President of the Uuited States of America, 
in response to this pious and reasonable 
reqvest, do recommend that on Tuesday, 
April 30tb. at the hour of 9 o'clock in the 
morning, the people of the entire country 
repair to thtir respective places of divine 
worship to implore the favor of God that 
the blessings of liberty, prosperity and 
peace may abide with us as a people, and 
that His baud may lead us in the paths of 
righteousness and good deeds.

A Trackee Republican representative 


bod occasion to visit the pulp mill of 
Towlo Bro3., at Towles' Station, U«t 
Thursday. The mill is DOW running to it* 
utmost capacity and is taming oat about 
BeTen loos of wood pulp daily, which re- 
quires the corjBnmption of about ten cords 
of wood. Taoiurack wood only is used. 
The wood is deprived of ita knots and 
bark and is then'fed into five large grind- 
ing mnchin"8 which reduce the wood to a 
palp. The palp is ground in water, and 
after the water a screened of tbe particles 
of wood it is rnu ou to a felt bkoket which 
ptgaes around a number of cylinders. 
The wood fiber Btickti to tbe blanket and is 
flcallv collected on a cylinder, from which 
it is stripped in sheets eix feet long and 
three feet wide. It U then folded up and 
taken to the atorthonse. It 'n shipped to 
tbe Stoqkton paper mill, where it is pound- 
ed up and about 15 per cent, of rags is 
added to it. It is bleached end rolled into 
oewnpuper. Tbe San Francisco Chronicle 
uses paper made (torn this pulp. About 
twfiity men are employed in tha mill.
